THE FAMOUS STORY (GUMMOSIS CURETO [RED HILL COUNTRY 'NOT A REFLECTION IF OUTLOOK WAS ITEMS OFINTEREST 


“SAMSON, DELILAH” BE DEMONSTRATED| CLUBINCORPORAT'D) ON HER CHARACTER MONEY, OH BOY! 





All plans are practically complete 
for the presentation of “Samson and 
Delilah,” and although the public has 
heard much of the oratorio, they are 
not familiar with the story which is 
to be presented next Thureday eve 
ning in the Greek Theatre at Po- 
mote. and the following Friday in 
Chaffey auditorium. Two hundred 
singers of the Chaffey district ana 
Pomona city are to take part, while 
an orchestra and famous soloists 
from Logs Angeles will be the main 
features. The story is as follows: 

ACT I 

Scene 1—Public place in the city of 
Gaza im Palestine. A throng of He- 
brews are collected in attitudes of 
grief and prayer. Samson is among 
them. He exhorts them to break 
their fettersi 

Scene 2—The same. Abimilech, sat- 
rap of Gaza enters, accompanied by 
Philistine warriors. He ridicules the 
Hebrews. Inspired by Samson’s' iead- 
ership, the Hebrews rise in revolt. 
Abimilech attacks Samson, but i 
slain by him. The Hebrews defeat 
the Philistines and make thtir es- 
cape. 

Scene—The Hebrews, young and 
old, are rejoicing at their deliverance. 
Among them an ‘old man speaks and 
invokes their loyalty to God. 

Scene—Delilah, accompanied by the 
Philistine women, appears, coming 
from the temple doors. Delilah en- 
deavors to enthrall Samson, while the 
Hebrew old man speaks words of 
warning in Samson’s e6truggling heart. 

ACT II 

Scene—Tihe valley of Soreck. At 
one side Delilah’s dwelling. Night is 
approaching. In the distance are 
heard the mutterings of an approach- 
ing storm. Delilah is seen soliilo- 
quizing as she plans Samson’s down- 
fall. She vows to use all her powers 
to encompass the overthrow of Sam- 
son and the Hebrews. She plans to 
learn the secret of his mighty 
strength and to betray him. 

Scene—Delilah is alone before her 
dwelling as Samson appears. The 
torment of his soul, torn between 
duty to his nation and his God, and 
the resistless fascination of Delilah, 
finds voice in hig every word. She 
resorts to all the arts within her 
power to win from Samson hiis se- 
cret. Unavailing in this, she hurts 
her contempt upon him and flees to 
her dwelling. Samson with a last 
futile effort at resistance, follows 
her. 

ACT Il 
, Scene—-The prison at Gaza, Sam- 
son in chains, blinded, with his 
locks shorn, is grinding at a mill. 
Other Hebrew captives are lamenting 
their disaster. 

Scene—Interior of the temple of Da- 
gon. Statue of the God. Sacrificial 
table. In the miidst of the fane, two 
marble columns supporting the edi- 
fice. The Philistines throng the tem- 
ple as day is breaking. The high 
priest and Delilah lead in the re- 
joicing and taunt the wretched Sam: 
gon, who is led by a boy. Delilah 
and the high priest tufm to “the sac- 
rificial table. A.fire is burning ‘on the 
altar. They pour a libation’ on fire 
which flames higher and higher. 
Samson remains, overwhelmed -with 
grief. The Philistines sing to Dagon 
while the high priest turns to Samson 
and commands him to pour his offer- 
ing om the altar. Samson, apparently 
acquiescing, asks the boy to guide 
him to the marble columns. The boy 
obeys, leading him between the pil 
lars. The Philistines burst forth in 
louder exultation. Samson. calis upon 
God in his distress. He cries, “Be my 
former force once more restored!” 
“Let them perish all in this place.” 
His prayer is answered. The temple 
collapses amid the death outery of 
the Philistines.

A few minutes after the tickets for 
the oratorio, “Samson and Delilah,” 
went on sale this morning nearly half 
the seats in the big auditorium at 
Chaffey were gone. The sale contin- 
ued briskly throughout the day, and 
before the evening of the great con 
cert it will be hard to get a ticket. 

The concert, which is scheduled for 
Friday evening, June 3, is in many 
resects the greatest musical under- 
taking that this community has un- 
dertaken. The chorus numbers 175, 
and includes the leading singers of 
the Chaffey district and of Pomona.

They quickly scheduled the levels to 
which expenses had to be readjusted 
to meet the new conditions.

the sales force was shown the -busi- 
ness necessary to maintain varying 
programs of expenditure. 

Then these figures were combined 
into a plan—a budget. Financing was 
arranged accordingly, and purchases 
fitted into the program. 

The result was a definite measure 
against which current operations 
could be checked. When expenses 
exceeded the planned figures, there 
was no doubt about the aciion re- 


quired—either the expenses came 
down or some one went out. Facts 
intelligently assembled commanded 


‘progress through the difficult defla- 
tion period, not hunches and hopes. 

There is a lesson in this for more 
normal times. Agreement is general 
that our government would benefit 
from a budget system such as almost 
every other large nation uses. The 
government, however, is merely our 
largest business—what is good man- 
agement for it should be good man- 
agement for private business. 

Yet it is the exceptional busingss 
which uses a budget system consis- 
tently and thoroughly. Even the con- 
cern that spends liberally for cost 
statistics often neglects to assemble 
its expensive figures and facts into a 
budget which alone can provide.a 
means for obtaining the most impor- 
tant use from them—that of match- 
ing them against a conservative esti- 
mate of *income in such a way that 
current operations can be checked 
against a carefully considered plan. 

The businessman who has learned 
the true value of a budget as a re- 
sult of meeting the problems of the 
deflation period has obtained one or 
those eompensations which~ always 
come out of times of stress—like 
Napoleon, he now knows that “for 
everything you must have a plan— 
trust nothing to chance.” And if he 
is wise he will not forget.

A FINE THING FOR U. 8S. 

ONGRESSMEN who are skilled at 

slipping jokers into legislation 
will grin at the deft manner in 
which the German reichstag accepts 
the allies’ indemnity ultimatum. 

Germany promises to pay as de- 
manded and will carry out the terms 
of the peaec treaty “to the capacity 
of the nation to do so.” You'll hear 
more about that “to the capacity” 
later on when the bill collectors 
knock at Germany’s door. “Yes—but” 
and “provided—if” are all any law- 
yer needs to stall a case. Germany’s 
acceptance of the indemnity concerns 
the United States directly in two 
ways: 

First—It may help the allies to pay 
at least the interest on what they 
owe Uncle Sam. 

Second—The 26 per cent export tax 
on German goods will operate as a 
protective tariff in favor of Amert- 
can manufacturers—and against the 
American consumers. 

It will increase by 26 per cent the 
low prices at which German goods 
are being bought in American mar- 
kets, under-selling the American-made 
goods. It will also increase by 26 
per cent the selling price of Ger- 
man-made goods in all. world madkets. 
This will help American exporters. 
In many lines, notably finished steel, 
Germany is now under-selling Ameri- 
can exports 60 per cent in foreign 
markets. 

The export tax, of course, is added 
to the selling price of goods. A ma- 
jority of these goods will be bought | 
by Americans and other allied peo-: 
ples. In other words, the American 
or other consumer of German wares 
will help pay the indemnity for Ger- 
many, 








TRICKS OF GEOGRAPHY 
ENRY was having some troubles 
with his little geography, and so 
we picked up the book and tried to 
help a bit.
